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DETAILED ACTION 

Request for Continued Examination 

1 . The request filed on May 3, 201 0 for a Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE) under 37 CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 10/796,681 is acceptable 
and a RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. Claims 7-27, 29-30, 
33, 34 have been cancelled, and new claim 42 has been added. Claims 1-6, 28, 31, 32, 
35-42 are pending. 

2. In view of the argument filed May 3, 201 0 and the affidavits filed December 9, 
2009, the rejection of claims 1-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is 
withdrawn. There is inadequate reason to support that the examiner's rationale that the 
difference in molecular weight would be a deterrent for (meth)acrylate to be functionally 
representing both methacrylate and acrylate, where the functional representation of 
(meth)acrylate has already been practiced in the art of methacrylate chemistry.

As of the date of this office action, the examiner has not located or identified any 
reference that can be used singularly or in combination with another reference including 
the closest prior art of Shustack (US Pat. 5,128,391), Shustack (US Pat. 5,128,387), 
Razavi (US Pat. 5,629,365), and Nagasawa et al. (US Pat. 4,205,018) to render the 
present invention anticipated or obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. The prior art 
are silent on a composition comprising nanoparticulate aluminum oxide or hydrophobic 
silica that is present in highly dispersed form in the coating materials. 

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art.
